This defcehding to Particulars, will 
bring feveral Neceffary Points upon the 
Stage, about which, People are at fome 
Lofs in theprefent View of Taxes : Some 
that complain of Burthening Trade too

-and where they are Ignorant, and know. 


not whether they are right orno: And 
fone who think Trade never burten'd 
enough, may fee how their Politicks tend, 
not only co the Ruin of Trade, but to 
the bringing of all Taxes home upon the 
‘Land at laft, by a faral; but neceflary 
Confequénce of their Partiality : Thisis 
acertain Maxim, 
That what Trade cannot pay, the Land 
-muft: And this is another as true ; 
sodafiiey Trade --mecele Way to 
vaife Taxes from it—Both thefe produce 
this juft Inference ; 
That every Tax ough? to be fo propore 
tioned, that the Thing to be Tax’d may 
not fink under it, but beable to pay st.

Let any Man ask in: ‘offee-Houless 
Do they make one Third of the. Coffee 
they ufed to do ? ‘And have. not Hun- 
dreds of Coffee-Houfes and private Hou- 
fes, left it entirely off ? 

Take the comnion Expence of Tea, 
which is now rifen from a Trifle, toa 
Prodigy in its Confumption in . this Na- 
tion; had the Tax upon Tea been 30 
or 49 per Cent, at its. firft Introduction 
ameng us, Will any Man fuggeft it 
would have rifen to fuch a height as it 
is now ?— So that our Coffee, Tea, and 
Céscolate, are fuppofed ro be equal in 
their Import, ro the Spices of the Dutch. 

Thefe Duties having been in Debate
